Hospital Auxiliary In 
Planning Stage Here 


If there ever was a segment of 
the American economy that needed 
political leadership, it is the 
American farmer. While he may be 
one of the most efficient producers 
in the world he seems to have lost 
his political touch. 
At one time the farmer had 
probably the strongest lobby in 
Washington but apparently not any 
more. What little relief he manges 
to get in Washington is billed as a 
sellout by the consumer groups. 
As we have said here before, one 
of his major problems is not being 
able to agree with his fellow farmer 
as to what is the answer to his 
problem. For years the farmers in 
the 
mid-west 
have 
been 
Republicans while the farmers in 
the south and southwest have been 
Democrats. 
One group wants to plant more 
while the other group wants to 
plant less, one group wants more 
controls and the other group wants 
less, one group wants more federal 
help while the other group seems to 
want less. 
The problem now is that he has 
rocked along with poor prices for 
his products and high prices for 
everything he buys until he is no 
longer a major factor in the policy 
making decisions in Washington. 
This is the day of the “consumer” 
lobby 
in 
Washington 
where 
anything that drives up the price of 
consumer goods is bad. 
The American public has been 
sold on the ideal over the years that 
agricultural and energy products 
are cheap. The consumer seems to 
accept 
increases 
in 
almost 
anything else but don’t let his food 
bill go up and don’t let his gas or 
electric bill get higher. 
Most Americans seem to accept 
the fact that his new automobile or 
his new home is going to cost him 
three or four times as much as it 
did a few years ago but don’t let his 
gasoline or his heating or cooling 
bills go up. 
The farmer is caught in this 
same illogical squeeze. As food 
prices go up because of an increase 
in processing costs or tran­ 
sportation costs or handling costs, 
who gets blamed . . . the fanner. 
A few years ago beef prices 
started going up to level that might 
have put them in line with other 
prices when the housewives started 
a boycott and the cattle market has 
never recovered. Wheat prices got 
up to a decent level a couple years 
ago and then the threat of $1.00 a 
pound bread brought the con­ 
sumers out in full protest. And 
wheat has never recovered.

What is the answer? We don’t 
know, but one thing that we do 
know is that the American farmer 
had better get with his neighbor 
and find a solution. At one time he 
might have been able to solve his 
problem in the market place but we 
fear that that day is long gone and 
the only solution will be found in 
organisation and political clout. 
We hear a lot of talk about 
preserving the family term. Most 
farm proposals seem to be made in 
the name of “the family farm.” We 
doubt that this is the answer to the 
farmer’s problem for the simple 
reason that the family farm does 
not exist anymore. 
At least not in the concept that 
most nonfarm people think of it. We 
suspect that when you say family 
farm to a New Yorker or any other 
big city dweller his first thought is 
of “Little House on the Prairie. 
We would guess that the common, 
notion of the family farm is where 
mom and pop and the children live 
a simple life. They get up early 
every morning and milk the cows, 
slop the hogs, feed the chickens, 
gather the eggs, chop the wood and 
perform other chores. At night they 
sit around the kitchen table, 
reading a simple farm paper by 
kerosene lamp and turn in early so 
as to be ready for the long working 
day ahead. 
Now with that picture in mind, 
why does the farmer need more 
money for his products? He is 
going to produce what he eats and 
make what he wears. 
We suspect that in the minds of 
the average American consumer 
who has never seen a farm that 
those farmers who do not live this 
way are getting fat off of both the 
consumer and the government. 
How the farmer baa gotten him­ 
self in this predictament we do not 
know. Except for the fact that 
most of them kind of like this image 
of the noble American farmer and 
are hesitant to see it change. He 
wants people to think of him as 
being a common laborer when he 
must get across the idea that 
farming is big business and re­ 
quires big investments of money, 
labor and land. 
We doubt that mailing a pound of 
wheat to Washington or driving a 
tractor to Austin is going to do 
much to solve his problems unless 
all of the farmers get into the act. 
For the sake of us consumers, we 
hope the farmers get their act 
together and soon or we may all 
wake up on a much stricter diet 
than any of us had planned.

Some people In Washington 
were outraged because Bert 
Lance had written a check for 
$100,000 or so when on that 
very day he had only $37,000 
in his account. However, 
when a few days later the 
check had made its rounds 
and gotten back to his bank, it 
was good because in the 
mean time he’d deposited 
enough to cover it. 


This underscores a fun­ 
damental. 
Constitutional 
principle: All checks are 
presumed good until proven 
bad. 
You see, if one man has $5 
in his bank account and 
another has $1,000, and each 
writes a t heck for $2.50, one 
check is just as good as the 
other. Rockefeller couldn't 
write a sounder one. It s when 
the first one writes a check 
for $6 or the other for $1,001, 


that trouble starts. 
I said that a1) checks are 
presumed good urn I proven 
bad but that doesn’t always 
hold, not if the store yu- re 
giving a check to is holing 
one of yours that bounced. 
The principle then turns over 
and all your checks are 
presumed bad until proven 
good It s the surest way on 
earth to get on a cash basis.

financial transaction is done 
in split seconds 
Like it is now, with the 
Postal Service on his side, a 
man can mail a check to pay 
a bill, even if he doesn’t have 
quite enough money in his 
account to cover it, and know 
that by the time it finally 


reaches the bank he ll have 
had another pay check 
deposited and his credit stays 
intact. People cuss the post 
office without realizing that 
sometimes it’s on their side.
